Fisher testified to having had .a 
conversation with T. E. Robert .son, 
one of the witnesses of the alleged 
attack, with reference to the Gore 
incident. 
Deputy Sheriff Ezell testified that 
Robertson told him the day before 
the suit waft filed that "he was going 
to have papers served on the man 
who did me d irt;’’ that 
his 
name 
would be in the papers and he would 
get sweet revenge. 
Mrs. Bond and husband tried to 
have the m inisterial alliance make 
an effort to oust Gore from the sen­ 
ate, according to the testimony of 
Rev. R. d . Ucklider. 
Fisher wag recalled and tesified 
that he heard Robertson say. "We 
have a frameup against Gore. and un­ 
less he comes across with $2Ti AOA he 
v^lli have to get. out of the race for 
l-c-efection to the fcenate. 
Senator Gore will

the stand Monday to tell his version 
of the meeting in the Washington 
hotel, where Mrs. Bond claims he at­ 
tacked her. 
W illiam M. Bonner, of Oklahoma 
City, a banker, was put on the stand 
by Gore’s counsel this afternoon.

Judge Clark refused to allow the 
introduction of telegram s alleged by 
the defense to have passed between 
Bonner and Gore.

New* York, Feb. 11.—A snow storm 


that is said to rival in severity the 


famous blizzard of 1888. accompanied 
by zero weather, raged in the upper 
Hudson valley, the

and the northern and western parts 
of New York siate generally all day 
today, tying up completely many of 


the smaller railroad and trolley lines 


and paralyzing communication gen­ 
erally. 
All mails were delayed. 


Four deaths were caused in this 
city by the storm and the total fatal­ 
ities due to the recent cold spoil and 
stoiin conditions numbered seventeen 
tonight. 
Win Le the snow fall in the metrop­ 
olis was only ten inches, the district 
in the upper valley reported twenty- 
four inches. 
leashed to fury by a heavy 
gale 
which swept down the coast, high 
waves attacked Seabright , which is 
on a peninsula, placed it under two 
feet of water and caused the popula­ 
tion to seek safety on the mainland. 
Conditions in Seabright were worse 
for a time than on January 3, when 
the bulkheads of the beach gave way 
and many buildings were demolish­ 
ed.

Organization of the Department of 
Agriculture. 
There were 14.478 employes in the 
department on July I, 1913. Of these, 
2.924 were employed in W ashington 
and 11,554 outside of Washington. Of 
the entire force, 1,812 were engaged 
in scientific investigations 
and 
re­ 
search: 
1,323 in demonstration and 
extension work; 687 in administrative 
and supervisory* work; 6.021 in regu­ 
latory and related work aud 4,635 
were clerks and employes below the 
grade of clerk.

The Production of Eggs. 
According to statistics of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, the products 
o f the American hen aggregates a to­ 
tal value pf over $60o,000.006 annual­ 
ly. 
Poultry and eggs are produced 
in ail sections of the country, but it j 
is a noticeable fact that the bulk ot j 
these important products is produceu J 
or the farmers of the Mississippi val* 
ey. In this section there are practic­ 
ally no large poultry farms such as 
are commonly found in the eastern 
suites and on the Pacific coast. Poul- 
ry keeping, therefore, is usually inci­ 
dental, the hens being considered and 
treated generally its un agent for con­ 
verting material which would other­ 
wise go to waste into a salable pred­ 
ict. 
Consequently the poultry 
and 
-ggs produced constitute merely a by­ 
product of the general farm. 
In order that the farmer may sell 
more eggs, batter eggs, mid obtain a 
better price for them, the department 
has issued tho following suggestions: 
Improve your poultry stock. 
Keep one of the general purpose 
breeds such a* the Plymouth Rock, 
Wyandotte, Orpington, or Rhode Is­ 
land Red. 
Provide one clean, dry, vermin-free 
nest for every four or five hens. 
Conclude all hatching by May 15 
and sell or confine male birds during 
the remainder of the Bummer. 
Gather the eggs once daily during 
ordinary times and twice daily dur­ 
ing hot or rainy weather. 
In summer, place eggs as soou a? 
gathered in a cool, dry room. 
Use all small or dirty eggs at home 
Market frequently, twice a week ii 
possible during the summer. 
The department has also issued th* 
following suggestions to the rountn 
merchant and cash buyer: 
Bandle all eggs and buy on the loss 
off basis. 
Allow* the farmer to see you catidb 
the eggs occasionally and return thou* 
rejected if he wishes them. 
Pock 
carefully 
in 
strong, 
cleat 
cases or tillers 
Do not keep in a musty cellar o: 
near oil barrels or other odoriferou: 
merchandise. 
Ship daily during warm weather. 


Bouillon Cubes Not Ccncenti ated Mea: 
Essence. 
The belief of many people that 
bouillon cubes are concentrated mea 
essence and of high nutritive vslu* 
is shattered by a bulletin of the Ut 
partment of agriculture. 
The depart 
ment authorities say that while ibex 
are valuable stimulants or tiavorin* 
agents they have little or no real too: 
value and are relatively expensive ii 
comparison .with home-made broth 
and soups. The bulletin compares th* 
contents and food value of bouilloi 
cubes with meat extracts and home 
made preparations of meat. 
The ordinary commercial bouillon 
cubes, according to this bulletin, con 
sist of from one-half to three-quarter: 
table salt. 
As they range in prt©» 
from ten to 20 cents an ounce, put 
chasers of these cubes are buying sab 
at a high price. 
The department's meat chemist h;* 
carefully analyzed semisolid meat ex 
tracts, fluid meat extracts, and con. 
mercial meat juice, which are offere- 
on the market to the American pub 
He, in addition to the bouillon cubes 
lie has also conducted experiments l r ’ 
making home-made beef broth, am 
meat and vegetable soup. 
Both the bouillon cubes and th 
meat extracts are stimulants and th 
voring agents, but have only a alish 
food value and are more cxpenslv 
than home-made soup*. 
The bulletin recoin mends a whop 
gal© meat aud vegetable soup whirl 
WtH furnish enough for a family o 
five. at a cost of approximately It 
cents. This may be made according 
to the follow'ing recipe: 
Ingredients aud approximate cost 
(prices actually paid by department 
chem ist): 
One soup boue, weighing about 24 
ounces (on c-t hi rd meat), ten cents.

In as much as there seems to be an agitation being made in the community for an extension of the 
propped Southwest Sedalia sewer district from Beacon Street to the city limits, and in as much as tile 
partes, whoever they may be who are making this agitation, are making an argument to the effect that 
the rorter Real Estate Company is expecting to get a main sewer up Beacon Street, to which they will 
later on be able to attach laterals, without any cost to them, and that the Porter Real Estate Company is 
trying to benefit by the building of a main sewer on Beacon Street, for which they are not willing to pay 
their projiortionate share, we deem it best to state officially over our signature the position of the Porter 
Real Estate Company regarding the Southwest Sedalia sewer district. 
This -position is as follows:— 
:u tile first place the Porter Real Estate Company would mnch prefer that the sewers be not built at 
all, f>r the reason that they, in connection with the West Side Improvement Company, which is a subsi­ 
diary corporation of the Porter Real Estate Company, own about 250 vacant lots lying this side of Beacon 
Stred. which will be subject to the tax for general and lateral sewers to the amount of not less than $00 
jier Ut, according to the estimate of the City Engineer. 
in addition to this, they also own many other lots on which lateral sewers are at present installed, 
but oa which they will be liable for the general sewer tax, which we understand from the City Engineer 
will bs about $80.00 per lot. ' 
Ii as much as we are the heaviest owners of property in the proposed district, if said district shall 
stop al Beacon Street, we do not think there should be any talk that we are trying to get something for 
nothiig. 
We are perfectly willing to pay our proportionate share of any benefits which accrue to our 
company from the installation of sewers, though we are very frank to say that we can get the money out 
of our vacant lots much easier before this additional burden is levied upon them. 
In other words, it is 
much easier to sell a $2U0.U0 lot without a sewer than the same lot after a $60.00 or $70.00 sewer bill 
has been levied upon it. 
We do not want the proposed district to extend west of Beacon Street, for the reason that it amounts 
to a virtual confiscation of the property. 
The average price of this property is from $250.00 to $500.00 
lier acle. as you can see if you care to look at our plats which have the prices of the tracts upon them. 
We Carnot stand on this property the burden this taxation entails by these sewer bills, and we have to 
light the same to protect our interest. 
Not from any vindictive feeling toward the Connell, but because 
of the rule * ‘that self preservation is the first law of nature.” 
We could cite you to many cases of the injustice of the extending of this proposed sewer district be­ 
yond Beacon Street, but we shall mention only one particular case. . . . 
. 
One property owner, living west of Beacon Street in the proposed district, owns a home in which 
there is,a b o u t two aud one-half acres. 
This projierty awner has a mortgage of $1500.00 upon his prop­ 
erty which is held by one of our clients. 
He has been paying on the place by monthly payments for 
years and he has now paid oat his second mortgage notes and owns the property, subject to this $1500.00 
mortgage. vl'he minute that you pass this sewer bill and levy this burden on this party's property 
we are forced to notify him that we cannot renew his loan for him and he must shift for himfelf. 
This means that he cannot borrow the money to pay his sewer bills and be loses his property. 
No loan 
broker in this community will loan him enough to pay his present $1500.00 loan and take care of his 
sewer bills, aud no loan broker will make him a loan with the sewer bills ahead of the mortgage, a:ad no 
loan biokt-r, of good business judgment, will extend a present mortgage when these sewer bills may 
come in ahead of tim same and his loan become a second mortgage. 
We ho]*- that you will give these matters careful consideration before the Council proceeds to defi­ 
nite action in this matter. 
All that ive are asking is a fair and equitable arrangement, and we are will­ 
ing to pay all that we can pay under any such arrangement, but we cannot permit our property to be 
confiscated and taken away from us unless the C(tarts give you that right. 
The parties making this agitation, whoever they may be, are claiming that if the district does not 
go west of Beacon Street, that the burden on their property iB increased to the amount of about $7.50 
per lot, but. in as much as we have hundreds of-lots in the district this Bide of Beacon Street, besides 
our improved properties, on which to pay, we cannot see much force to this contention, as, if the bills 
are about $7.50 per lot more by stopping at Beacon Street instead of going to Limit Ave., we think any 
fair minded man will admit that we have about as much of the additional increased cost to pay as any­ 
one else. 
Our Company is always in favor of public improvements where we feel that the property can stand 
the tax, but we are not in favor of public improvements where it confiscates the property, no matter whether 
the holdings be large or small. 
We do not believe that burdens of taxation should be levied upon the 
property owner, confiscating his property, for the sake of making public improvements. 
We realize fully the position in which the City is placed by threatened legal proceedings on account 
of its present open sewers, and we know t hat you must Belve this probletn11:- the best of your ability, 
aud while we are very frank to say that we do not know where the money is t rniing from to /pay our 
sewer bills, even if the district is stopped at Beacon Street, yet we shall pro tab y be able to make some 
arrangement lo borrrow tilt! necessary funds and get it back out of the prop irlj as best we can. 
The writer has been through the Southeast Sedalia sewer campaign and 
thinks he knows some­ 
thing of the management of real estate interests, aud lie is willing to make alii lavit that the Porter Real 
Estate Company has hundreds of lots in Southeast Sedalia on which it has p o I sewer bills, that it coijld 
not sell to-day for one dollar more than it could have gotten before the sewers were installed, aud he 
does know that as far as its improved properties are concerned, that where it has a sewer connection for 
outbuildings, without any city water, that the expense of keeping the sewer open is many, many times 
the amount necessary to take care of the ordinary outbuilding not connected to a sewer. 
For instance, 
the ordinary box for an outbuilding can be cleaned at from $0.75 to $1.00, the cost of digging up a sewer 
is never less than $5.00 and generally much more. 
The City Engineer tells us that the tax for the new sewers will be not less than $60.00 per lot, jhe 
ordinary lot being 45x120 ft., or 5400 square ft., and the bills are figured on this basis. The streets and 
alleys being left out. 
A block of ground before it is platted contains two and one-half acres; whereas, 
after it is platted it contains one and one-half acres. 
In other words, in the ordinary block of twelve, 
lots there is 64,800 square ft. to be taxed; whereas, in taking in our acreage ground west of Beacon 
Street, which is not platted in lots, each block thereof would contain practically the full two aud one- 
half acres, or 108,000 square ft., as there are no streets and alley deducted therefrom. 
This amounts to 
the proposition that to get sewerage for a block of ground in the acreage lying west of Beacon Street, 
we must pay on 108,000 square ft., whereas, the property lying this side of Beacon Street gets sewerage 
for a block of ground by paying on 64,800 square f t , or rn other*words, we are asked to pay in the 
proportion of live to three for our sewers. 
This is neither fair nor just. 
As far as the writer is concerned, while he does not think that it is a question that will ever need. 
to receive his attention, yet he will say that should the time come that this ground should be platted in 
city lots and should need to come into sewerage districts, that there will be no complaint as regards our 
holdings on paying onr share of any such burdens, but we do vigorously protest against being put into 
a district in which we do not want to participate, and in addition thereto, being compelled to pay tax 
on 106,IM* fquare it. of ground to get sewerage tor a block, whereas, the same block this side of Beacon 
Street gets its sewerage by paying on 61,800 square ft. of ground, or in other words, paying $5.00 to 
every $8.00 that is paid by the property this side of Beacon Streetfor sewerage for the same amount of area. 
We object to being asked to pay sewer tax to build severs that we do not want, on -fthat will be streets 
and alleys if the ground should ever be platted and will then be exempt from any such taxation, and 
neither do we want to pay thousands of dollars for sewer bills probably twenty or twenty-five years in 
advance of any legitimate demands for the sewers.

We hope you will be so kind as to have this letter read to the City Council before definite action is 
taken.

Guard Against Ravages of Rabbits by 
Using Thick Paper, Gunny-Sacks 
or Regular Protectors. 


<Rv I,. M. BENNINGTON.) 
With the exception of raspberries, 
which should be attended to early in 
the spring, all the small fruit bushes 
should be pruned, sprayed and fertil­ 
ized, during the late fall months. This 
w ill include the gooseberries, currants, 
blackberies, grape-vines, etc. 
After ail danger of "bleeding” is 
past, the grape vines should be care­ 
fully pruned, and all posts and trel­ 
lises straightened up, which will guard 
against doing this work in the spring ; 
when it will damage them. 
Old straw | 
or cornstalks make a good fertilizer 
here, and then a goodly per cent of 
wood ashes should be supplied to furn­ 
ish the desired muriate of potash, 
which will keep down the too rank 
growth, thus guarding against fungous 
diseases and rot, and giving the fruit 
an excellent flavor, and good size. 
Where one failed to sow oats to 
form the mulch in the strawberry bed, 
a covering of straw should be pro­ 
vided to protect the plants from severe 
freezing weather, and to furnish a fer­ 
tilizer next spring. 
All fruit bushes or orchard 
trees 
which are where the rabbits can reach 
them, should be wrapped in thick pa 
per, gunny sacks, cornstalks, screen 
wire, or the regular tree protectors 
made of veneer, this protection ex­ 
tending 18 or 24 inches 
from 
the 
ground, so the snows of winter will 
not enable the animals to gnaw the 
bark from the trees. 
Young and teuder fruit plants should 
be carefully bent down to the ground, 
a quantity of straw* placed on them, 
and a few spadefuls of dirt carefully 
spread over them to protect them 
from severe freezing till spring, when 
ibis straw may be scattered around 
them for fertilizer.

When all the stock is in and well 
covered with the earth, pour in all the 
water that will soak away, and then 
fill up the trench with all the dirt 
thrown out, and finish by covering 
with a heavy mulch of straw* or other 
litter held in place by sticks or boards. 
The object of the mulch is not to pre­ 
vent the ground from freezing but to 
keep from alternate thawing and freez­ 
ing.

Set raspberries and blackberries in 
rows seven feet apart and two and 
one-half feet apart in the row*.

be nipped back, for the others will not 
grow very high. 
Blackberries should 
be laid down for w inter and the whole 
cane covered.

the row with manure and cultivate be­ 
tween the row. 
Currants and goose­ 
berries are the most profitable small 
fruits grown.
